The growing demand for good fer­ 
tilizers has resu lted in the p rodu ction 
of highly concentrated mix tu res which 
In the end are less ex p ensiv e to u se.

‘‘Since the p rice of 
fertilizers is based on tlm cost of ma­ 
terials and the general ex p ense of 
mix ing, bagging, storage, commission 
and freight, it is less ex p ensiv e to bu y 
su ch mix tu res than the old low-grade 
materials. 
One ton of a 16-8 -8 mix ­ 
tu re contains the same amou nt of 
p lant food as two ton? of an 8 -4-4 
mix tu re. 
When a fanner bu y s two 
tons of the S-4-4 goods, be p ay s ex ­ 
p ense charges for two tons of a mix ­ 
tu re comp ared with ex p ense charges 
of only one ton when lie bu y s a 16-8 -8 
mix tu re. 
Then, too, the high-grade 
mix tu res are made from only the v ery 
best of materials which fu rnish p lant 
food in a readily av ailable form.” 


Several Qu estio n s Arise. 
Mr. Jack son states that a nu mber 
of q u estions hav e arisen regarding the 
u se of these highly concentrated mix ­ 
tures. 
Farmers want to k now the ef­ 
fect u p on germination of seeds and 
the condition of the fertilizers when 
mix ed and stored. 
Ail of these p rob­ 
lems are now being in v estige, ted by 
tlie federal bu reau of soils and the 
agricu ltu ral ex p eriment station. 
The' 
work has been done in North Carolina 
for two y ears and the resu lts indif-ar,* 
that these highly concentrated tTx 
tu res may reasonably find a p lace it;

Indians Enjo y ed Ro lling 
Bo nes, Relics Indicate 
Oklahoma 
Clly, 
Okla.— Historians 
may Dot chronicle the fact that the 
American Indians of old rolled dice, 
g ambled, and used roug e and powder, 
but the larg e Indian collection of Ed­ 
ward Snow, local collector, bears wit­ 
ness that they did. 
Snow has one of the larg est Indian 
collections in the city, particularly in 
reg ard to stone 
relics, 
some 
rare, 
ag ed, and of historical sig nificance. 
Among the thousand or more 
items 
In his collection are Indian 
g ambling 
stones used in the manner almost iden­ 
tical to dice. 
Snow also exhibits stones, thin and 
round, which speculation would have 
as Indian poker 
chips. On this order 
there are also larg er stones, apparent­ 
ly used for lag g ing for a line, much in 
the m anner of “pitching pennies,“ or 
as targ et for spears. 
Snow’s oldest relics date 
back 
four 
centuries. The exhibit 
as it now is 
was collected from states. It includes 
arrowheads, hatchets, spears, 
knives, 
scrapes, hoes, g rain mortars, and hits 
of pottery. 
The collection also harbors a Mexi­ 
can spearhead dug from the walls of 
the Alamo after its fall, as well as a 
number of g uns from past conflicts.

compounds.'* says S. K. Jackson, fer­ 
tility agronomist at the North Caro­ 
lina State college. 
“Since the price of 
fertilizers is based on the cost of ma­ 
terials and Hie general expense of 
mixing, hagging, storage, commission 
and freight, it is less expensive to buy 
such mixtures than the old low-grade 
materials. 
One ton of a 1G-8-8 mix­ 
ture contains the same amount of 
plant food as two tone of an 8-4-4 
mixture. 
When a farm er buys two 
tons of the S-4-4 goods, he pays ex­ 
pense charges for two tons of a mix­ 
ture compared with expense charges 
of only one ton when he buys a 10-8-8 
mixture. 
Then, too, the high-grade 
mixtures are made from only the very 
best of materials which furnish plan: 
food in a readily available form.” 


Several Questions Arise. 
Mr. Jackson states that a number 
Of questions have arisen regarding the 
list' of these highly concentrated mix­ 
tures. 
Farmers want to know the e f­ 
fect upon germination of seeds and 
the condition of the fertilizers when 
mixed and stored. 
All of these prob­ 
lems are now being investigated by 
the federal bureau of soils and the 
Agricultural experiment station. 
Th: * 
work has been done in North Cm im ■ 
for two years and the results Indicate 
that these highly concentrated rex 
lures may reasonably find a place in 
fertilizer practice. 
More fa ils u n ­ 
needed, however, as to the effect on 
crop yields and the investigations ; n 
still in progress.

Indians Enjoyed Rolling 
Bones, Relics Indicate 
Oklahoma 
City, Okla.—Historians 
may not chronicle th® fact that the 
American Indians of old rolled dice, 
gambled, and used rouge and powder, 
but the large Indian collection of Ed­ 
ward Snow, local collector, bears wit­ 
ness that they did. 
Snow has one of the largest Indian 
collections In the city, particularly in 
regard to stone 
relics, some rare, 
aged, and of historical significance. 
Among the thousand or more Items 
tn his collection are Indian gambling 
stones used in the manner almost iden­ 
tical to dice. 
Snow also exhibits stones, thin and 
round, which speculation would have 
as Indian poker chips. On this order 
there are also larger stones, apparent 
ly used for lagging for a line, flinch in 
the manner of “pitching pennies,” or 
as target for spears. 
Snow’s oldest relics date back four 
centuries. The exhibit as it now is 
was collected from states. It includes 
arrowheads, hatchets, spears, knives, 
scrapes, hoes, grain mortars, and bits 
of pottery. 
The collection also harbors a Mexi­ 
can spearhead dug from the walls of 
the Alamo after Its fall, as well as a 
number of guns from past conflicts.
